rT is grievous to conſider how many Chriſtians 
there are (if ſuch as they deſerve the Name of 
_ Chriſtians) who come not to Church at all, or 


| very ſeldom, to pay that public Duty and Worſhip 
to Gop, which our Religion calls for, and the 
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Laus of our Country enjoin. And even of thoſe 
v ho do come, we find too many behaving them- 
> ſelves in ſuch a careleſs Manner, as if the Worſhip 
of Gop was either not their Buſineſs there, or not 
worth minding. Some allthe Time of Prayers; 
or put themſelves into ſuch other lazy and irreverent 
_ 2 Poſtures, as ſhew ſufficiently they have no Senſe of 
what they ſhould be doing, nor any Awe or Reve- 
2 rence of the glorious Being they come to addreſs. 
Orders lay themſelves to Hep, or trifle away their | 
2 Time in thinking of their worldly Affairs. Others 
gaze and ftare about upon the Congregation, or 


keep talking and whiſpering vw ith their Neighbours; 


and this is eſpecially obſervable while the Leons 
are reading; as if the Holy Scriptures, though 
given by Inſoiration ;f Gop, were not always to be 
| Leer e learned, and inwardly dic eſted, that

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ſo they may anſwer the Ends for which they were 
written, and become profitable for Dottrine, for 
Reproof, for Correction, for Inflrufiom in Righteouſ- 
neſs; or in one Word, ood to the Uje of Edifying, 
1 Tim. in. 16. With regard to ſuch cold and 
careleſs Worſhippers, we may apply to the Church 
what Jacob ſaid of Bethel; Surely the Lord is in 
this Place, and they know it not, They do not con- 
| Ader, that they are in the immediate Preſence of 
Jop, and that by ſuch a Behaviour they affront _ 
Him to his Face, while they ſhould be devoutly * 
attending to his Word, or praying to Him. ; 
Others there are, do do indeed ſhew ſome In- 
clination to mind the Prayers, and all the reſt of the 
Service; but they do it with ſo much Ignorance, 
Diſtraction, or Confuſion, as diſcover that they do 
dot rightly underſtand the Difference between one 
Part of the Service and another; or Conſider, that 
fame are Prayers, ſome Praiſes and Thankſgivings., 
jome public Profe//Fons of the Chriſtian Faith, and 
{ome no more than In/lrudtions, Commands, or Ex- 
Hortations to the People. We often find them re- 
peating after the Miniſter what he alone ſhould 
ſpeak, and they ſhould only hearken to. They 
are 21io apt, when they join in the Prayers, to ſay 
them after him ſo loud, 2s muſt needs be trouble 
ſome, end diſturb thoſe that are near them. Now 
that ſuch well- diſpoſed Perſons may be taught how | 

to order their Devotions better; and to worſhip 
GoD not only with the Spirit, but with Underfland- 
ing too, the following Directions are earneſtly re- 
commended to their Conſideration and Practice.

of your Body; as that they may be ſuch as will 
} beſt expreſs your Humility, Reverence, and Ear- 
neſtneſs, and keep up ſuitable Thoughts and Affec- 
4 tions in your Soul, Particularly, you will, I be- 
lieve, hence think, that a Aneeling Poflure is molt 
proper; being that which Nature ſeems to dictate 
in ſolemn Adorations and humble Confeſſions, 
without this expreſs Call for it from the inſpired 
2 Pialmifſt, (P/el. xcv. 6b.) O come, let us worſhip, and 
2 fall din, and kneel before the Lord our Maker, But, 
l Secondly, If you are thus prepared towor/hip GOD 
in Spirit and in Truth; you will then be ſure to go 
ſo early to his Houle, as to be there at the very Be- 
| ginning of the Service: Since the ſame Obligation 
lies upon you to attend every Part of his public _ 
Worſhip, as to eome to Church at all. For if you 
+ mils the Beginning of it, you loſe the Opportunity 
ot Confeſſing your Sins, and the Comfort of hear- 
ing your Pardon declared and pronounced to you 
| +thereupon, Beſide that, by coming late, you diſ- 
urb the Congregation to make Way for you. Take |

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Care alſo not to leave the Church, without great 
Neceſſity, till aſter the Miniſter has given the Ble/s- 


ing that concludes the whole Service; for if you 


go out before, you will ſeem to deſpiſe the Bleſſing; 
and if you do ſo you cannot expect the Grace and 
Peace of Gop ſhould go along with you. But, 
Third, Having, as ſoon as you can, gotten a 
convenient Opportunity after your Entrance into 
the Church, fall d5wa upon your Knees in private

form. You will behave as in his Sight; you 


will look upon Him as obſerving what you thin, 
as well as what you ſay and do: and take Care all 
the while you are at Chuich, that the 7nward 
Diſpoſitions of your Soul, and the outward De- 
meanor of your Body, be ſuch as becometh not 


only the Holineſs and Worthip of his Houſe, but 


his more immediate Preſence. 


In Prayer, you will fix your Thoughts wholly 
upon Gop, who alone heareth Prayer; you will 


diſengage your Mind from all worldly Concerns ; 
you will keep your Eyes from wandering, and your 
Lips from diſturbing others in their Devotions. 


In Thankſgiving, imprint upon your Heart a juſt 


and lively Senſe of God's Goodneſs and Loving- 
Kindneſs to yourſelf and to all Men; ſince you 


will then feel how joyful and pleaſant a fog. it is 


to be thankful, Pſalm cxlvii. J. 
In Hearing of God's Word, (whether it be read
